ni war may he prevented, fourth, th^ 
member-states are oi.tlged to give full 
publicity to their niilltnrv and naval 
programme, finally, a permanent com- 
mission Is to be. constituted, to advise 
the I-eague on the execution of these 
provisions, nnd on military and naval 
mattera generally. 

.Several plans heve been put forward 
for the carrying out of the dlaarmn- 
men. They generally agree that the 
reduced armaments hIiou! he propor- 
tioned to the land and sen forces 
actually -maintained by the nations in 
1!>14. To chocli the spirit of militarism. 
Ceneral Smuts ndvlscs that conscrip- 
tion be forbidden, and îha't nil national 
armies be raised, from men given a 
militia training on the Swiss model, or 
simply from volunteens on the former 
American plan. Also many believe 
that, in order to do away with the 
harmful influence of privately owned 
armament Industries, the manufacture 
of munitions should tie put In the 
hands of the state. 

II.— International Co-operation as Ap- 
plied to Concrete Problems. 
An Important problem which the 
League has 'o deal with Is what ia 
called economic Internationalism, or 
the right of evory nation to certain 
basic cconomlo rights. All Industrial 
or. agricultural nations require that the 
International railways and waterways 
ahall me free for the transit of tholr 
goods: that tn aocese to markets no 
one of them shall be unduly discrimin- 
ated against; tbat their capital ahall 
be free for investment in other coun- 
tries; and that their surplus popula- 
tions shall have the right to emigrate 
to more sparsely settled regions. 
These four rigflrts have been the cause 
of a great Many ware, and are still 
held to as tense) ourty as ever. A. 
merafy poDtstaal league of nations, con- 
flate* IteeH to the arbitral settlement 
Of despot* attar they had" arisen 
would leave untouched the main onuses 
Of modern ware.

of nation». Mo nation, of 
la willing to hand over the right 
of tariff regulation to an International 
earenoTT nor bee the League provided 
for rati power. Article XXTTT of the 
Covenant states «bat '«Jubjeot to and 
In accordance with the provisions of 
International conventions oxiiting or 
hereafter to be agreed upon, the mem- 
bers' of the League . . . (•) win 
make provision to secure and maintain 
freedom of coram tmloatlone and of 
transit and equitable treatment for the 
Commerce of all members of the 
League." Mr. Frank, editor af the 
Century Magazine, says of this olanee: 
"About all that may be said with as- 
surance at thia time Is that, while the 
League does not assume to take from 
any nation its sovereign power over 
its own tariff policy, it sets Instru- 
ments and processes at work that Will 
educate the world to a recognition of 
the fallacy of any policy other than one 
of the utmost commercial freedom." 
Tble does not imply the abolition of 
tariffs for revenue, but merely the 
abolition of tariffs for purely financial 
interests. 

While the League of Nhtlone will 
clearly not be able to remove at one 
stroko the present restrictions on' trade 
and what Is equally serious, restric- 
tions on migration. It should be able In 
time to at least greatly reduce them^ 
With regard to the mlgratlonof colored 
colored peoples to white lands, it will 
probably be able to effect open-door 
arrangements In the tropics, which will 
In some degree reduce the resentment 
now felt by auch civilized nations as 
China, Japan nnd Indie. 

Another important problem is that 
of the bask ward areas nnd colonies. 
In the past there has been a genat 
deal of exploiting among the .powerful 
nations to get control of as much as 
possible of the backward areas, auch as 
Africa and parts of South America. 
This Is done to acquire economic 
spherts of influence and to get control 
of large quantities of raw material. It 
Is often carried out toy obtolning some 
form of political aruardlanshlp over the 
country, such as a protectorate or 
colony, or by assuming trusteeship in 
case of internal disturbances. Tr, 
latter plan has been followed by 
United States in the ense of Nicaragua. 
Honduras, Haltland other Caribbean 
countries. This sort of exploitation Is 
apt to lead to, and has in the past led 
to, systems of colonial restrictions and , 
proferoncos such as embargoes, navi- 
gation discriminations, monopoly of 
trade routes, and other means of nn- 
ralr competition. In this way it be- 
comes In the end a serious cause of 
wars, and seems even now likely to 
become a aouroe of danger, 

f 
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Th territories which before the war 
wen: owned by Germany and Turkey 
are many of them Incapable of self- 
government, and must be placed under 
the. iruardlnnshtp of stronger nations. 
Article XXII of the Covenant provides 
that this guardianship lie riven to ad- 
vanced nations, who. by reason of their 
resources, their experience or their 
geographical position, can best under- 
take the responsibility as mandatories 
of the League. The arena formerly 
unde,- Turkish rule are to have this 
trusteeship until "they nre able to 
stand alone'": territories such as 
Central A f ilea are to have th<- benefit 
of th<- principles of the Merlin Con- 
ference of chief of which Is 
"cquc! opportunity for the trade ami 
commerce of other members of the 
League." Territories such as South- 
east Africa arc to be governed as pan* 
Of the mandatory stale. It is stated 
thnt "Ihe character of the mandate 
must differ according to the stage of 
development of the people, the geo- 
graphical situation of the territory, its 
economic conditions, nnd other simliai 
circumstances." Tho mandatory must 
rondér bii annual report of lis trustee- 
ship to the League. 

There are several disadvantages in 
this solution. Thn first. Is that history 
hus shown so. many cases where 
guardianship haa been used merely as 
an excuse for exploitation or has 
proved to he but the first step townrda 
annexation. Also, . before the end of 
the war certain secret, treaties were 
made, «salgnlng iparta of the territories 
conquered In the war to different 
powers, who In the early days of the 
peace negotiations tried to assert their 
claims. Should these powers be made 
the mandatories of the territories tnoy 
were to receive under the soccet 
treaties, they would very 
to turn tholr trusteeship 
ship. Again, since no provision has 
been mode for tho trustee's compensa- 
tion, there will bo a temptation for It 
to discriminate In favor of its own 
nationals. 

This problem has been approached, 
however, in what seems to bo the only 
practical way, and it remains to be 
seen whether the solution will work 
out .<. j 

Other problems which will probably 
come under the League are the free 
dom of the seae and the International 
control of Interactional waterways 
rathrare and highways. No prevhrien 
Is made in the Covenant regarding 
theso, but there ha* been a good deal 
of discussion ovsr tnem, particularly 
the freedom of the seas. During the 
past century Great Britain . haa had 
corraptet* control of the aeaa, with tho 
rien of other naval powers, however, 
and with t*» compeUtloo that British 
interests now ? faoe, it is feit .hr many 
statesmen that "it la so longer safe to 
trust the control of the oeaus to any 
single state.' If international control , 
Is Instituted, «hère are two suggested + 
meaboda of applying It. Either the 
member states would gtve up their 
national navies end entrust the en- 
trust the enforcement of the policies 
of the League to sa international 
naval police, or the eLague would 
merely frame' certain méritons and 
naval policies and oommrt their ex ecu

10 eoncaudtafa te «Atoto from Suggaa 
on •T^L«ague of Nations": -Thought- 
ful people are amrinced that, ro be 
successful, the League must be a 
world league. As formed, it IS not. 
Germany and her allies m the war, 
Russia. Vexioo, Santa Domingo end 
Costa Rica are omitted. If those states, 
especially Germany and Russia, con- 
taining more than half the population 
of Europe, .aro jto- be permanently, or 
even Indefinitely, excluded. It would 
be fatal to the alma of the Lague. in 
allprobablllty. the minor enemy states 
which arts from the ruins of the 
Austro-Mupgnrlan and; Turkish Era- 
plrees will be promptly admitted to the 
League. . It can hardly be expected 
that Russia should be one of the Initial 
entrants, for the simple, reason that 
no one yet knows wliat Russia Is; but 
It can hardly be doubted that, when 
Russia Is stabilised her admission will 
be a matter of course. 

"There remains Gormany. In terror 
of whom, despite nor defeat, the neigh- 
boring states etm live, and In whose 
good faith they have little belief. Be- 
cause of those facts. It is easily under- 
stood why those neighbors should de- 
mand 'effective guaranties of her sin- 
cere Intention to observe her national 
obligations.' But Germany if In the 
process of reorganizing her political 
life upon a democratic foundation. 
Even the demands of her neighbors, 
therefore, should be soon realised and 
her entrance to the League secured."
